Saturday Evening I’ost: The intro¬ 
duction of electricity In the street 
railroad service lias seriously In¬ 
jured two groat American industries, 
both closely related- the breeding of 
draft horses and the growing of hay. ! 
It is computed that the trolley and ea 
ble cars have displaced 200,000 horses i 
lu the cities of Philadelphia, Chicago, 
New York. Baltimore, St. Louis, Cin¬ 
cinnati, Richmond amt Toledo alone. 
This means a decrease iu the consump¬ 
tion of hay of more than thirteen hun¬ 
dred tons per day. Other cities would 
nearly treble these figures. In the de¬ 
cade of 1880-1800 the hay crop of the 
United States nearly doubled; In the 
(period of 1891-93 the increase was ouly

1,000,000 tons; and In the calendar janr 
of 1007 the production was more than 
five million tons less than that of 1893. 
The extent of the hay Industry Indi¬ 
cate* the seriousness of electricity’s In¬ 
jury. Last year the production from 
42,420,770 acres was 00,664,876 tons, 
valued at $401,390,728. 

One of the results of the late war be¬ 
tween the United Stales and Spain will 
most likely lie the abolition of that 
form of naval piracy which finds Its 
Justification In prize courts. In the 
military service of the civilized world 
the principle of looting conquered terri¬ 
tory has long since been abandoned. 
Yet, through that strange roil i rail id ion 
which has not reformed the navy in 
the same ratio lu which the army lias 
been brought under civilizing liitlu- 
ences, not only did the merchant ves¬ 
sels carrying contraband goods fall a 
prey, but a valuation on the warships 
destroyed is bound to go to officers and 
sailors of the ships engaged iu the fight.

World’* Largest and Smallest Books 
Are in the British Museum. 

Inquiry has determined that the larg¬ 
est bound volume exists in the British 
I Museum. It stands 5 feet 10 Inches 
high and Is 3 feet 2 Inches across. In 
the binding of this Brobdingnagian 
book eight different skins were em¬ 
ployed, four being required for each 
cover. The volume occupies a less con- 
j spieuous position iu the king’s library 
than Its size justifies. When the winter 
months arrive It might be used as a 
screen to keep out the draughts. 
George IV. presented the volume to the 
nation in Januray, 1823, but the nation | 
has not appreciated his gift, for the 
book has only been consulted once in 
the memory of the oldest British Mu-

Catnip at the Zoo. 

Country people who are in the habit 
of bringing home a few sprays of cat¬ 
nip now and then for tlie delectation of 
pet eats will enjoy the following breezy 
paragraphs from the Chicago Tiiues- 
Herald: 

Some time ago an armful of fresh cat¬ 
nip was picked uud taken to Lincoln 
Park to try Its effect ou the animals 
there. So far as known, catnip does 
uot grow' In the native homes of these 
animals, aud this was the first time 
they had ever smelled It. 

The scent of the plant filled the whole 
place, and as soon as It reached the 
parrots' corner the two gaudily attired 
macaws set up a note that drowned 
thought, and made for the side of the 
cage, poking their beaks aud claws 
through. When the catnip was brought 
near them they became nearly frantic. 
They were given some, aud devoured it, 
stem, leaf and blossom, with an avid¬ 
ity commensurate with the noise of 
their voices. 

The keeper and the catnip-carrier 
then made for the cage of Billy, the 
African leopard. Before the front of 
his cage was reached he had hounded 
from the shelf whereon he lay, appar¬ 
ently asleep .and stood expectant. A 
double handful of catnip was passed 
through lo the floor of the den. 

Never was the prey of this African 
dweller in his wild state pounced upon 
more rapidly or with more absolute 
savage employment. First Billy ate a 
|l mouthful of the catnip; then he lay flat 
on his back and wriggled through the 
green mass until Ills black-spotted yel¬ 
low hide was filled with the odor. 

Then Billy sat on a bunch of the cat¬ 
nip, caught a leaf-laden stem up lu 
either paw, and rubbed his cheeks, 
chin, nose, eyes and head. He ate an 
aditloual mouthful or two, aud then 
Jumped hack to his shelf, where he lay 
the very picture of contentment. 

In the tigers’ cage there is a very 
young but full grown animal. When 
this great, surly beast Inhaled the first 
sniff of the catnip lie began to mew 
like a kitten. Prior to this the softest 
note of his voice had been one w'liich 
put the roar of the big maned South 
American Hon to shame. 

That vicious tiger aud his kindly dis¬ 
positions! mate fairly revelled In the 
liberal allowance of the plant which 
was thrust Into their cage. They rolled 
about In It, aud played together like six- 
weeks-old kittens. They mewed and 
purred; tossed it about, ate of It, aud 
after getting about as liberal a dose as 
Billy, the leopard, had had, they like¬ 
wise leaped to their respective shelves 
aud blinked lazily at the sun.

Of Eastern Origin. . 

One must turn to the dim, mysterious 
East for the origin of the rosary; It Is 
among the temples of India, China aud 
Japan that the first sign of Its use is 
to be found. Ancient pictures of the 
Hindoo gods depict them with chaplets 
of beads iu their hands, aud it Is be¬ 
lieved that this method of keeping 
count of their many prayers was in use 
| among the Hindoos before the era of 
Buddha, or leust 500 B, C. 

Theuseof the rosary seems especially* 
suited to an Eastern clime and to the 
repose of au Oriental mind. The Bud¬ 
dhists are fond of using very smooth 
lieads of glass, polished jade, or coral. 

The favorite Japanese rosaries are 
made of polished wood, crystal, onyx 
aud chased silver., A rosary of very 
great size was recently brought from a 
temple lu Kioto, Japan. The largest 
bead is about six inches lu diameter, 

! and the rosary entire is about twenty- 
four feet long. The huge beads are of 
lark brown polished wood. They are 
hollow, and have each a figure of a god 
inside the little shrine, which can be 
seen through a lattice of brass work.

Prob¬ 
ably tHiif accounts for the studious 
carefulness with which bookworms 
have up to the present avoided It. 

Not Inappropriately the British Mu¬ 
seum also contains the smallest bound 
volume In the world, and a photograph 
thereof (actual size) Is reproduced here¬ 
with side by side with the world's larg¬ 
est volume. This tiny book, which Is 
about the size of a man's thumb nail, 
Is called “Scbloss’ English Bijou Al¬ 
manac,” anil bears the date 1830. The 
book Is beautifully illustrated and pic¬ 
tures aud letterpress are both engrav¬ 
ed.

A Slate Dinner. 

Victor Smith, formerly u resident of 
i Ohio and a personal friend of Secretary 
Chase, is described by Noah Brooks in 
"Washington iu Lincoln’s Time" as one 
of the disturbing elements that made 
the great Secretary’s last days lu the 
Treasury Department turbulent and un¬ 
happy. 

Victor Smith had been appointed by 
the Secretary to the place of collector 
of customs at Port Townsend, Wash¬ 
ington Territory. Smith was a restless 
J visionary, and in these later days 
, would have Well called a crank. While 
he was collector at Port Townsend, 
Smith succeeded in Inducing the Gov¬ 
ernment to move the custom house 
from that point to another ou Puget 
Sound. 

It was a foolish and hair-brained 
scheme, and created a bitter feeling 
among business men. His new place 
was named Port Angelos. There the 
collector maintained himself for a time 
iu a semi-barbaric proprietorship. 

It is related of him that he once in¬ 
vited the officers of the revenue cutter 
Shubrick to dine at Ills house; aud the 
officers, considering that the collector 
of the port was a high functionary, ar¬ 
rayed themselves in full dress, w’lth 
swords, gold lace aud other gorgeous In¬ 
signia of their station, and went ashore 
In state to wait upon Collector Smith 
‘ at his mansion, which was then in an 
unfinished condition. 

In due course of time the collector, 
assisted by bis wife, brought out two 
carpenter's sawhorses, on which was 
placed a board covered with wrapping 


FACTS ABOUT DIAMONDS. 

The Moat of Them Are Purchased i»jr 
Americans. 

South Africa is the world's greatest 
diamond mine, and the United States 
Is the best market In the universe for 
diamonds. The exports of diamonds 
from South African diamond fields ex¬ 
ceed £3,000.000 per annum, and the 
world's total output is about £4,000,000. 
Of this total the United States buys 
about £2,500,000 worth, almost entirely 
iu cut stones. 

While tariff changes have affected 
somewhat the diamond trade In the 
United States, and have recently pro¬ 
moted tlie business of diamond cutting 
and setting there, they have been with¬ 
out serious effect upon tlie American 
market, which for diamonds is the best 
In the world. 

Iu the United States one is Impressed 
with the extraordinary popularity aud 
almost lavish use of diamonds. Not 
ouly are there more diamonds there 
than in any other part of the world, but 
they are lu more general use. 

The most valuable individual dia¬ 
monds of the world’s supply are seldom 
worn. The largest known diamond 
weighs 360 carats. The value of the 
famous Ivohinoor, which weighs 103 
carats, Is £100,000, hut the value of dia¬ 
monds Is not wholly regulated by 
weight, color being au important ele¬ 
ment. 

Until a century and a half ago. the 
world’s diamond field was India, aud 
for nearly a century India held this po¬ 
sition. Then the discovery of diamond 
mines in Brazil brought South Ameri¬ 
can diamonds into the market; and in 
18t!8 tlie South African or Cape dia¬ 
mond fields were discovered, and have 
been worked with great profit ever 
since wliile the Brazilian fields have 
been practically abandoned. 

The South African diamond field cov¬ 
ers 15,000 square miles, and one field— 
the Kimberly, covering nine acres—has 
produced more than £20,000,000 worth 
of diamonds since 1871. 

The present annual export of dia¬ 
monds from tlie South African diamond 
fields averages 1,500 pounds in weight, 
to a value, as we have stated, of over 
£3,000,000. 

Two thousand white and 20,000 na¬ 
tive miners are employed there. For 
some reason which is not very plain, al¬ 
though tlie products of diamond mines 
have been for many years in territory 
owned and controlled either by Eng¬ 
land, Spain or Portugal, tlie business of 
diamond-cutting has centered In and 
about the Netherlands, and particularly 
Belgium. The first guild of diamond- 
cutters was established in the towu of 
Bruges, In that country, more than 500 
years ago, and since that time the busi¬ 
ness has been a very profitable one, 
both lu Antwerp aud Amsterdam.— 
Canton Spare Moments.

WAGNER’S METHOD. 

PoMfiRfd With m Poetic Idea* 
He Wrote It In Music. 

"In oue of his writings Wagner tells 
ns that he uever felt any musical in¬ 
spiration unless a dramatic idea had 
taken complete possession of him,” 
writes Houston Stewart Chamberlain 
on “How Richard Wagner Wrote His 
Operas,” in The Ladies’ Home Journal. 
“When this was the case, the different 
personages would, one after another, 
obtrude upon his fancy, gaining grad¬ 
ually in bodily consistency. Then, all 
of a sudden, in the dusk of evening, one 
of these creatures of his fancy would 
rise up before him, gazing at him with 
eyes wide open. Fascinated and almost 
trembling, Wagner would remain with 
.eyes fixed on those of his guest from 
dreamland. But, lo, the shadow’s lips 
tremble and open! What issues from 
them is neither words nor song. It is a 
superhuman language, but the poet un¬ 
derstands it, and it remaius ringing in 
his ears when the apparition has van¬ 
ished. This is the precise moment of in¬ 
spiration. All that follows is more or 
less mechanical, more or less fortuitons. 
Whether a work he written out and 
oompleted sooner or later will depend 
upon all sorts of circumstances—time, 
health, etc. 

“This, then, is the essential thing ic 
remember—that Wagner naver could 
compose unless driven to do so by a 
poetical idea peremptorily demanding 
the language of music for its full and 
adequate expression, anil that, once this 
poetical and dramatic idea clearly and 
permanently ingrafted in his mind, it 
‘included’—if I may so say—the mnsio, 
which came of itself whenever the au¬ 
thor could find time for the business of 
writing out the score.”

Al. P. Le Grand, an Alabama farmer, 
says that many negroes in the sooth are 
ruined by mules, and he thinks he has 
proved it.

NEW YEAR'S IN EUROPE. 

The Day Holds a Prominent Place in 
the Popular Calendar. 

In Europe New Year's day holds B 
prominent place in the popular calendar. 
For many centuries past it has been the 
custom of northern nations to watch the 
j going out of the old year ami the coining 
1 in of the new with demonstrations of mer¬ 
riment and conviviality. It is a rare case 
that an English family fails to sit up on 
the last night of the old year with a few 
intimate friends, awaiting the stroke of 
the midnight hour. The day is observ¬ 
ed by a few visits among nearest relatives 
and intimate friends, but most particular¬ 
ly by festive family gatherings in the 
evenings. The custom of making pres- 
; cuts on New Year's day lias become al- 
’ niost obsolete in England. That is now 
i almost entirely confined to Christmas day. 

The observance of New War's day as a 
; holiday fell almost into oblivion, with the 
exception of the few simple remembrance* 
mentioned above. In business life the day 
Is obse. ved as a legal holiday ' bank 
holiday, ' ns they call it—but oven that is 
confined almost exclusively to large whole¬ 
sale houses. The retail trade is carried on 
as briskly as on every other day of tbe 
year. 

The first day of tiie year is observed in 
France in a very different way, particu¬ 
larly in Paris, where to this day the cus¬ 
tom of giving presents is kept up with 
surprising vigor. The streets of the beau¬ 
tiful capital present a very lively and pic¬ 
turesque appearance. Innumerable car¬ 
riages, from tbe humble one horse cub to 
the elegant landau, with liveried servants, 
drawn by fiery steeds, crowd every thor¬ 
oughfare. They are filled with well-dress- 
ed men and loaded with fragrant fiowers. 
Large social gatherings, bulls and recep- 
1 tious, public and private, bring the aus¬ 
picious day to a festive conclusion. 

In Germany calls are made among rela¬ 
tives and intimate friends only, except 
that In the ponderous .bureaucratic system 
of Germany every Government officer is 
expected to call on somebody above him 
in rank. Presents are not exchanged on 
i New Year's day—that is exclusively con¬ 
fined to Christmas day. 

As Rome gave the name to the first 
month in the calendar year, so Rome also 
gave the custom of making presents on 
the first day of the year. A very innocent 
little pastime it was in tho beginning, but 
in these days of modern ideas it has ex¬ 
panded and is expanding until now the 
most valuable and elaborate gifts are used 
as an exchange of friendly sentiment.

fire to the Yule Log. At the bringing in 
of the Yule Log on Christmas Eve in the 
ancient castle of England, the great hall 
of the castle was profusely decorated with 
■ ivy and holly berries. 

As soon as the log was lighted the 
Christmas festivities began. The servants 
were then given a general holiday and did 
not go to bed at nil, but rambled about 
until the church bells called them to pray¬ 
er nt 12 o’clock. The word Yule signifies 
Christmas, which was called in the Latin 
or Western church the Feast of Lights, 
because they used many lights or candles 
at its celebration In honor of Christ, the 
Light of all Lights.
